Health care debate turns hostile

WASHINGTON — As they head 
home to their congressional districts 
for the August recess, American 
lawmakers who support health care 
reform are bracing for protests and 
demonstrations that threaten to turn 
violent. 

In North Carolina, a congressman 
who backs overhauling health care 
had his life threatened by a caller 
upset that he was not holding a public 
forum on the proposal. 

Democratic Rep. Brad Miller re- 
ceived the call Monday, one of hun- 
dreds the congressman’s office has 
fielded demanding town hall meet- 
ings on the health care proposal, said 
his spokeswoman, LuAnn Canipe. 
She said the callers were “trying to 


instigate town halls so they can show 
up and disrupt.” 

“We had one of those kind of calls 
that escalated to what we considered 
a threat” on the congressman’s life, 
Canipe said Friday. “These are some 
strong-arm tactics, and we are try- 
ing to deal with and trying to talk to 
people in good faith about health care 
reform.” 

In the week since the House began 
its break, several town hall meet- 
ings have been disrupted by noisy 
demonstrators. 

The latest occurrence was at back- 
to-back town hall meetings held by 
Rep. John Dingell, D-Mich., which 
got so raucous police had to escort 
people out. 

Dingell vowed Friday to push ahead 
with Democratic-led efforts to extend 
coverage to all, saying he won’t be in- 


timidated by protesters. 

“IT am eager to talk about the bill 
with anyone who wants to discuss it. 
That doesn’t open the door to every- 
one who wants to demagogue the dis- 
cussion,” Dingell said in a statement. 

The boos, jeers and shouts of 
“Shame on you!” at the events in a 
gym in Romulus, Mich., mirror what 
other Democrats are encountering 
around the country. 

In Saratoga Springs, N.Y., about 20 
protesters showed up at an event held 
by Democratic Rep. Scott Murphy to 
let him know they oppose the health 
care plans in Washington. They car- 
ried signs saying: “Obamacare Se- 
niors beware! Rationing is here,” and 
“If socialized medicine is best ... why 
didn’t Ted Kennedy go to Canada?”

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Is sworn in 
as justice

WASHINGTON — Sonia Soto- 
mayor was sworn in Saturday as 
the Supreme Court’s first Hispanic 
justice and only third female mem- 
ber in the top U.S. court’s 220-year 
history. 

She is President Barack Obama’s 
first appointment to the influential 
court, which has shaped many of the 
country’s laws on polarizing issues 
like abortion and the death penalty. 
As a successor to liberal Justice 
David Souter, who retired, she is 
not expected to alter the nine-mem- 
ber court’s ideological balance. 

Sotomayor took the second of two 
oaths of office Saturday from Chief 
Justice John Roberts in an ornate 
conference room beneath a por- 
trait of the legendary Chief Justice 
John Marshall. Her left hand rest- 
ing on a Bible that was held by her 
mother, Celina, Sotomayor pledged 
to “do equal right to the poor and to 
the rich.”

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Learning the 
ropes at court 
no small task

WASHINGTON — Sonia So- 
tomayor has gained admission to 
the Marble Palace. Now she has to 
figure out how the Supreme Court 
works. 

When do you speak up? How do 
you find your way around a build- 
ing torn apart by renovation? If 
someone knocks at the door while 
the justices are meeting in their 
private conference room, who an- 
swers? (Note to the newest justice: 
You do.) 

After 17 years as a federal 
judge, Sotomayor knows her way 
around a courthouse. But her 
new workplace, filled with quirky 
customs and rituals, isn’t any old 
court building and new justices, 
like new colleagues everywhere, 
want to fit in. 

Sotomayor, 55, became the 
court’s first Hispanic and third 
woman after taking an oath of of- 
fice Saturday from Chief Justice 
John Roberts. 

For all the groundbreaking na- 
ture of her nomination, the most 


significant demographic fact 
about Sotomayor now is that she is 
the junior justice. 


Other than opening the confer- 
ence room door, Sotomayor will

be responsible for taking notes on 
what the justices decide at those 
private meetings and then report- 
ing the decisions accurately to the 
court clerk. 

“She’ll be keeping track of what 
goes on at conference as she’s try- 
ing to figure out what’s going on 
at conference,” said Margo Sch- 
langer, a University of Michigan 
law professor who worked for 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg in 
Ginsburg’s first term in 1993-94. 

Sotomayor also will go last 
when the justices take initial votes 
on cases. Ginsburg once recalled 
“a certain impatience, a high pre- 
mium on brevity when the vote 
came round to me and there was 
already a lopsided majority. But 


coming last does have its heady 
moments, times when the ninth 
vote breaks a tie.” 

The court renovation will force 
Sotomayor into temporary offices 
and delay getting her permanent 
location until the construction is 
done late next year. Justice Sam- 
uel Alito once told an interviewer 
he often got lost in his first months 
because of the construction. “I 
didn’t know where anything was, 
how to get in or how to get out,” 
Alito said. 

The new justice also often 
reaches out to the others. Thom- 
as wrote about meeting with his 
eight colleagues, as well as the 
man he replaced, Justice Thur- 
good Marshall. 
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Sometimes friendships devel- 
op across ideological lines, like 
Ginsburg’s relationship with Sca- 
lia. They often diverge sharply on 
the bench, but regularly celebrate 
New Year’s together with their 
spouses. Among the justices So- 
tomayor might naturally seek out 
for guidance are Ginsburg, the 
court’s other woman, and perhaps 
even Alito. Like Sotomayor, Alito 
is a former prosecutor and long- 
time appeals court judge who also 
graduated from Princeton Univer- 
sity and Yale Law School. 

Sotomayor will be the second 
youngest justice, less than half a 
year older than Roberts. 

Sotomayor has little more than 
a month to prepare for that first 
case, but while it may interrupt 
the summer break, it also could 
help her adjust to her new life. 

“Tt allows her to ease into the 
process as opposed to prepar- 
ing for two solid weeks of ar- 
gument,”’ said Landau, now a 
partner at Kirkland and Ellis in 
Washington. 

That first case could get her 
thinking about the biggest change 
anyone faces in becoming a jus- 
tice, the far-reaching impact of 
some Supreme Court decisions, 
said Meir Feder, a partner at the 
Jones Day firm in New York and 
former clerk to retired Justice 
David Souter, whom Sotomayor 
replaced. 

There are few easy questions 
that come the court’s way. “You’re 
not applying settled law,’ Feder 
said, “because if it’s settled, it 
shouldn’t get there in the first 
place.”

Minutes earlier, she swore a first oath in a 
private ceremony in the room where the jus- 
tices hold their private conferences. 

Sotomayor wore a cream-colored suit, and 
her right ankle, fractured in a fall a couple of 
weeks after her nomination to the court, was 
unbandaged. Her 60 or so guests included Jus- 
tice Anthony Kennedy, White House counsel 
Greg Craig and other members of the Obama 
administration team that helped prepare her 
for her Senate confirmation hearings, family 
and friends. 
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Roberts, wearing his black judicial robe, 
said that once the oaths were done, Sotomayor 
could “begin work as associate justice without 
delay.” 

Obama scheduled a White House reception 
for Sotomayor on Wednesday. 

The 55-year-old Sotomayor has been a fed- 
eral judge for 17 years. Obama nominated her 
for the lifetime appointment in May, and the 
Senate confirmed her on Thursday. 

She will join Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
as the only other woman currently serving on 
the court. 


Sotomayor is the daughter of Puerto Rican 
parents who was raised in a housing project 
in New York City’s gritty South Bronx neigh- 
borhood and educated at the elite universities 
Princeton and Yale before going on to success 
in the legal profession and then the federal 
bench. 

The new justice can now get to work, al- 
though the Supreme Court won’t hear argu- 
ments until Sept. 9, in a key campaign finance 
case. The entire court will convene a day earli- 
er, however, for a formal ceremony to welcome 
Sotomayor.

Vietnam veteran receltves 
medal from battle in 1967 


NCO helped lead counterattack against Viet Cong

BAMBERG, Germany — The package Alfred 
Pankey had waited more than 40 years for finally 
arrived. 

The retired Army staff sergeant, now 69, hobbled 
into the post office on crutches anxiously looking 
for his long overdue Bronze Star Medal with “V” 
device for his acts of valor in a battle that claimed 
the lives of nine of his comrades. 

“Yeah man, I was awarded this in Vietnam, but 
I never received the medal,” Pankey said, proudly 
holding his newest possession. 

“T’ve been trying to get this award for the longest 
time.” 

After retiring in Germany with his family in 1982, 
Pankey began the process of searching through his 
military records and contacting his hometown re- 
tirement center to see what happened to his award. 
He said he sent numerous letters and made tons of 
phone calls. 

Then his luck changed six to eight months ago 
when he was notified by the U.S. Army Tank-auto- 
motive and Armaments Command that he would be 
receiving his Bronze Star. 

“This was the last chance I had right here,” he said 
pointing to the TACOM address on the envelope. 

The TACOM representative in Philadelphia, from 
where the medal was delivered, said they are only 
responsible for shipping the medals once the Na- 
tional Personnel Records Center verifies the award 
is legitimate. 

The NPRC answered Stripes queries with an 
automated response and did not address questions 
about why the specific medal review took so long. 

Pankey recalled the horrific battle for which he 
earned the award. 

Then-Sgt. Alfred Pankey was serving with the 
11th Armored Cavalry Regiment out of Blackhorse 
Base Camp on June 19, 1967, near the Cambodian 
border when his unit was attacked by “mortars, 
rockets, recoilless rifles, automatic weapons, and 
small arms fire from an estimated battalion of Viet 
Cong,” his citation reads. 

Pankey simply calls it “a bad night.”

According to the citation, Pankey rallied his men 
and maneuvered them to strengthen a vital part of 
the perimeter. 

“Seeing his platoon leader and platoon sergeant 
cut down by hostile fire, Sergeant Pankey coura- 
geously took command of his platoon,” the citation 
reads. 

He then guided his men to rescue a heavily en- 
gaged combat patrol that was 1,000 yards away, and 
thanks to his leadership, the unit evacuated all ca- 
sualties and all their equipment. 

“He forced the insurgents to withdraw and then 
collected several guerrilla weapons and returned to 
the perimeter with them,” the citation reads. 

During the fighting, the 11th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment lost seven soldiers from K Troop and two 
from the 919th Engineer Company. 

“The next day we found what platoon had the 
most men left. ... It was a bad night that night when 
we got hit,” he said. 

In the end he offered a simple piece of advice: 

“No one can help you like you can help yourself,” 
he said about his 40-year quest to get his Bronze 
Star. 

Pankey knew he had earned the medal, so why 
not just purchase one on the Internet? 

“T never did buy it because you are supposed to 
be given this award,” he said. 

When asked if he still wants to have it pinned to 
his chest, he humbly responded, “That’s OK, they 
don’t have to come pin it on me.”

Organ 1s transplanted to family 
friend aiter soldier dies in war

WASHINGTON — Cpl. Benja- 
min Kopp gave his life. And then 
he saved one. 

An Army Ranger who had been 
on his third tour of duty, Kopp 
was buried Friday at Arlington 
National Cemetery. Sadly, it’s a 
familiar story: a young man dead 
before his time, shot by unnamed 
enemies on the other side of the 
world. 

But this time, there was a re- 
newed life, too. Kopp 
wanted to be an organ 
donor. And after he 
died, his heart was 
transplanted into a fam- 
ily member’s friend who 
had a rare form of con- 
genital heart disease. 

“How can you have 
a better heart?” said a 
grateful Judy Meikle, 
57, of Winnetka, IIL, 
who is still recovering 
from the surgery. “I 
have the heart of a 21- 
year-old Army Ranger war hero 
beating in me.” 

Kopp’s mother, Jill Stephenson 
of Rosemount, Minn., said that in 
addition to her son’s heart, doc- 
tors removed his kidneys, pan- 
creas and liver for transplant. 

“It helps my sorrow; it eases 
my pain. It really does,” Ste- 
phenson said. “I know that Ben 
wanted to help save lives ... and 
it really prolongs Ben’s life and 
honors his memory so much and 
honors me in that we could save 
other lives.” 

Kopp had served two tours 
of duty in Iraq when he left last 
spring for Afghanistan. On July 
10, his unit attacked a Taliban 
safe haven in Helmand province, 
according to the 75th Ranger 
Regiment. The fight lasted sev- 
eral hours, resulting in the deaths 
of more than 10 Taliban fighters, 
but Kopp was shot in the leg. 

He was flown to Landstuhl 
Regional Medical Center in Ger- 
many before being transferred to 
Walter Reed Army Medical Cen- 
ter in Washington, D.C. 

“Tnitially, it was really com- 
forting to have him be there” on 
U.S. soil, Stephenson said. “And 
then it was tough to see him in 
that condition. ... He looked like a 
big strong guy. But he was full of 
tubes and cords and wires.” 

The doctors at Walter Reed 
raised the possibility of organ do- 
nation with Stephenson, but she 
said there was never much ques- 
tion that it would happen. Kopp 
had talked about it and indicated 
his preference both on his driv- 
er’s license and in his living will

with the Rangers. And organ do- 
nation wasn’t something new for 
the family. 

“T lost a brother 27 years ago. 
He was only 11, and our family 
donated his organs,” Stephenson 
said. “And I had that sitting in my 
heart all these years.” 

On July 18, Stephenson posted 
an online journal entry telling 
family and friends about Kopp’s 
passing and said that they were 
going to donate his organs. 

Maria Burud, Stephenson’s 
first cousin in Chicago, had been 
following Kopp’s con- 
dition on the Web site. 
What occurred next 
was happenstance. 

Burud and Meikle 
are friends who had 
worked together in the 
1980s. Burud knew 
that Meikle needed a 
heart transplant, and 
Stephenson happened 
to see her cousin’s mes- 
sage in time. 

Stephenson had been 
told that the family could desig- 
nate an organ recipient if the per- 
son was eligible for a transplant. 
At the time, Stephenson didn’t 
think she knew anyone on the eli- 
gibility list. 

“It’s a pretty unusual coin- 
cidence that somebody knows 
somebody who needs a heart,” 
said Dr. Michael Shapiro, chair of 
the Organ Transplantation Net- 
work/United Network for Organ 
Sharing ethics committee. 

Meikle knew it might not work 
out, that Kopp’s heart might not 
be a match. 

“Tt’s a million-to-one shot,” she 
said. 

It had taken her seven months 
to get on the eligibility list be- 
cause she needed to build up a 
tolerance for heparin, a drug 
used to prevent blood clots during 
heart surgery. But she got a call 
later that day from Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 

In the early hours of July 20 — 
two days after Kopp died — Mei- 
kle had her transplant surgery 
at Northwestern. She is resting 
at home in Winnetka, a Chicago 
suburb. 

“Ben and Jill were so coura- 
geous that something good came 
out of something that was the 
worst thing that could happen to 
someone,” Meikle said. “I’m just 
the luckiest woman alive.” 

At Arlington on Friday, Kopp’s 
friends and family gathered on 
the southern side of Section 60, 
where many of the fallen from 
Iraq and Afghanistan are buried. 
Among the mourners were Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert Gates.

Iraqi officials in tight spot between war ally and neighboring country

BAGHDAD — Iraq’s foreign 
minister has asked the Iranian 
ambassador to Baghdad to shed 
more light on the circumstanc- 
es surrounding the detention of 
three Americans caught cross- 
ing the border between northern 
Iraq and Iran. 

The case of the three Ameri- 
cans, now in Iranian custody 


after associates said they had

Iran has said it is holding the 
Americans for illegally entering 
the country, and a prominent Ira-

The 
State Department has dismissed 
allegations, while Kurdish au- 
thorities say the three were just 
hikers who strayed across the 
border. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Hoshyar 
Zebari asked about the detained 
Americans during a meeting 
Thursday with the ambassador, 
according to a statement posted 
on the ministry Web site. 

The statement did not provide 


details about the conversation, 
and it was not known whether 
the ambassador provided any 
information.

MOSCOW — More than a year 
ago, the U.N. dropped the Russian 
air transport company Vertikal-T 
from its approved list of vendors 
after a fatal helicopter crash in 
Nepal. 

Yet NATO continued to use 
helicopters owned by Vertikal-T 
in Afghanistan. And on July 19, 
one of those choppers crashed at 
southern Afghanistan’s largest 
NATO base, killing 16 civilians 
on board. 

The crash reflects a little- 
known reality behind NATO’s 
military push in Afghanistan: Itis 
relying on Russian aviators flying 
Soviet-design aircraft, who are 
clocking up lucrative contracts in 
a country Russian troops left two 
decades ago. 

Aviation industry analysts say 
many of these contractors have 
bad safety records, and allege that 
NATO has hired some operators 
with questionable backgrounds 
through arms-length leasing 
deals. These same analysts say 
governments have outsourced 
crucial military contracts to lit- 
tle-known companies. 

“Normally this would be han- 
dled by the military, but the mili- 
tary have been cut back. ... They 
are plugging the gaps with dodgy 
operators,” said Hugh Griffiths, 
an analyst at the Stockholm In- 


ternational Peace Research

ISLAMABAD — A Taliban 
spokesman and a deputy to Bait- 
ullah Mehsud claimed Saturday 
that the Pakistani Taliban chief 
was not killed by a CIA missile 
strike, contradicting another aide 
who confirmed Mehsud’s death a 
day earlier. 

The claims, made in calls to 
Pakistani and international media 
organizations, could undermine 
the growing confidence among 
U.S. and Pakistani officials that 
Mehsud died. 

They also could be tactical ma- 
neuvers to prevent defections as 
the Taliban leadership searches 
for a successor to Mehsud or even 
to delay a decision on naming an 
heir. 

Meanwhile, Interior Minister 
Rahman Malik said authorities 
have received information that a 
fight broke out between two rival 
Taliban groups and that one of two 
people believed to be contenders 
to succeed Mehsud is dead. 

Malik said the reported fight 
broke out between the groups 
of Taliban commanders Waliur 
Rehman and Mehsud deputy Ha- 
kimullah, and that one of the two 
was reportedly dead. 

Malik said Saturday that 
the information was still being 
verified.” He said the incident 
occurred Friday. However, Ha- 
kimullah spoke to an Associated 
Press reporter on Saturday morn- 
ing, when he called to deny a CIA 
missile strike had killed Mehsud. 


Bomb at Peshawar 
school wounds 6 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan 
— Police say a bomb outside a 
school in Pakistan’s northwest 
has wounded six people. 

Local police officer Marjan 
Khan says the blast hit a park- 
ing area outside the school for 
boys and girls shortly before 
classes ended Saturday in 
Charsadda district northeast 
of Peshawar city. 

Five of those injured were 
motorcycle-rickshaw drivers 
who were waiting to take chil- 
dren home. 

Khan says no one claimed 
responsibility, and that the at- 
tack was aimed at terrorizing 
local people. 

The school is close to Pak- 
istan’s tribal region, where 
Taliban militants have sought 
to impose their harsh brand of 
Islam on the population, often 
targeting schools, particularly 
those for girls. 
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Pakistani intelligence officials 
acknowledged Saturday that the 
missile strike said to have killed 
Mehsud was carried out with Is- 
lamabad’s help, indicating grow- 
ing coordination between the two 
countries despite Pakistan’s offi- 
cial disapproval of the strikes. 

Hakimullah and _ Taliban 
spokesman Maulvi Umar each 
called two separate AP reporters 
Saturday to say Mehsud was alive. 








They pledged evidence of his con- 
tinued existence would be brought 
forth in the coming days. 

The reports of his death “are 
just to discourage and destroy 
the morale of the Taliban,” Umar 
said. 

Umar said Mehsud was with 
his fighters “sound and fit,’ and 
not even injured. He said Mehsud 
would not be provoked into com- 
ing out into the open so soon be- 
cause that would make him a 
target. 

Hakimullah is one of the poten- 
tial successors to lead the mili- 
tant group. However, intelligence 
agents said it appears likely that 
Hakimullah may be passed over 
for the top position in favor of 
Rehman, another Mehsud aide. 

Asked if Mehsud could call AP, 
Hakimullah said it was not pos- 
sible at the moment. Asked why 
he did not refute the reports of 
Mehsud’s death earlier in the 
week, the militant did not answer. 

Mehsud aide Kafayat Ullah told 
AP a day earlier that Mehsud was 
killed with one of his two wives

“I confirm that Baitullah

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U.S., Britain plan 
new push to halt 
Aighan opium crop

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
and British governments plan 
to spend millions of dollars over 
the next two months to try to per- 
suade Afghan farmers not to plant 
opium poppy, by far the country’s 
most profitable cash crop and a 
major source of Taliban funding 
and official corruption. 

By selling wheat seeds and 
fruit saplings to farmers at token 
prices, offering cheap credit, 
and paying poppy-farm laborers 
to work on roads and irrigation 
ditches, U.S. and British officials 
hope to provide alternatives be- 
fore the planting season begins 
in early October. Many poppy 
farmers survive Afghanistan’s 
harsh winters on loans advanced 
by drug traffickers and their as- 
sociates, repaid with the spring 
harvest. 

“We need a way to get money 
in [farmers’] hands right away,” 
a senior U.S. military official in 
Afghanistan said. 

The program replaces the 
Bush administration’s focus on 
crop eradication, which “wasted 
hundreds of millions of dollars,” 
according to Richard Holbrooke, 
the Obama administration’s spe- 
cial representative to Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan. Destroying 
the crops succeeded only in 
“alienat[ing] poor farmers” and 
“driving people into the hands 
of the Taliban,” he told reporters 
last week. 

Officials maintain that the new 
Afghan plan differs from unsuc- 
cessful “alternative” plans be- 
cause it is an integral part of a 
military-development strategy 
that includes tens of thousands 
of U.S. troops to keep the Tal- 
iban and traffickers at bay while 
Afghan security forces are being 
trained. Plans call for hundreds of 
U.S. and international aid experts 
to work directly with farmers and 
local officials until the Afghan 
government has matured. 

“The way [the assistance] is 
offered is important,’ said the 
senior U.S. military official, one 
of several who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to discuss the 
program on the record. 

“We are not providing subsi- 
dies ... we are not just handing 
out cash.” Farmers will have a 
“stake” in the program, he said, 
buying vouchers for seeds and 
fertilizers for about 10 percent of 
their value. Cash will be distrib- 
uted only as credit or for work 
performed, the official added. 

The epicenter of the overlap- 
ping wars against opium produc- 
tion and the Taliban is southern 
Afghanistan’s Helmand prov- 
ince, where more than two-thirds 
of the country’s poppy is grown. 
Thousands of Marines and Brit- 
ish troops are in the midst of a 
major offensive there against 
entrenched insurgent forces and 
are providing security in villages 
as they are cleared. 

“By this time next year,” the se- 
nior military official said, “what

we want to see is decreased 
poppy harvest. For us, that will 
be a metric of success. If we don’t 
get conditions set now, in the next 
60 days, we’re not going to get the 
results we’d like.” 

The timeline is daunting. A 
planned “civilian surge” of hun- 
dreds of new U.S. aid officials 
and agriculture experts has been 
slow to arrive. A micro-finance 
loan program is still in the plan- 
ning stages, and although $300 
million in aid has been set aside 
for “rapid response” initiatives, 
including voucher programs for 
seeds and fertilizer, distribution 
has been sluggish. 

Mohammad Gulab Mangal, the 
governor of Helmand province, 
whom U.S. officials have praised 
for encouraging local communi- 
ties to turn away from poppy, held 
the first of eight scheduled out- 
reach meetings only last week. 

The plan also includes stepped- 
up efforts to interdict drug ship- 
ments and destroy stockpiles. 
The Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration expects to increase its 
manpower on the ground from 13 
agents in 2008 to 81 by the end of 
this year. The Marine assault in 
Helmand, a DEA official in Kabul 
said, has “greatly enhanced” the 
agency’s ability to take action 
there, he said. 

The DEA is also training Af- 
ghan police in counternarcotics 
investigations, and the Justice 
Department is developing a pro- 
gram for Afghan prosecutors, 
although those efforts are de- 
scribed as slow-moving. 

Some of the greatest challeng- 
es to the new strategy are at the 
level of farmhouse economics. 
More than 365,000 Afghan farm 
households earned about $730 
million from poppy last year — a 
fraction of the $3.4 billion earned 
from opium exports, according 
to the United Nations, but an 
amount nearly equal to the na- 
tional government’s $750 million 
in official revenue. 

The average Helmand farmer 
cultivates less than an acre of 
land, with about half an acre 
planted in poppy yielding a gross 
income of about $2,000. After 
paying 45 percent of that in pro- 
duction costs, and 10 percent in 
local taxes, he nets about $900, 
more than twice what he would 
earn from wheat at current, al- 
beit rising, prices.

N. Korean vessel 
detained by India

NEW DELHI — India’s coast 
guard detained a “suspicious” 
North Korean cargo ship after a 
six-hour chase off the country’s 
southeastern coast, a newspaper 
report said Saturday. 

The MV Mu San was pursued 
by coast guards who opened fire 
above the vessel after it attempted 
to flee from an island in the Anda- 
man and Nicobar group where it 
had dropped anchor without per- 
mission Wednesday, the Times of 
India said. 

“We opened fire twice in the air 
and only then did Mu San obey 
our orders,” the daily quoted K.R. 
Nautiyal, a coast guard official, as 
saying. 

The ship was escorted to Port 
Blair, capital of the Andaman and 
Nicobar islands. 

A preliminary search by the 
coast guard revealed the ship was 
carrying sugar and had 39 people 
on board. The ship will be thor- 
oughly searched by additional 


coast guard officials who were on 
their way to the remote islands in 
the Bay of Bengal. 

North Korean ships have in the 
past been involved in clandes- 
tinely ferrying nuclear materials, 
missile parts and arms to trouble 
spots across the world. 

It was the first North Korean 
vessel to be subject to searches 
under a U.N. resolution that allows 
other nations to request boarding 
and inspection of North Korean 
ships suspected of transporting 
illicit cargo — though the vessels 
do not have to give permission. 

The U.N. Security Council 
passed Resolution 1874 in June 
to punish North Korea after its 
May 25 nuclear test. The country, 
already banned from conducting 
ballistic missile tests under previ- 
ous resolutions, is also forbidden 
from selling arms and weapons- 
related material. 

North Korea is believed to earn 
money from selling missile tech- 
nology and weapons. 


Exiled Uighur leader defends 
activism to Australian press

An exiled Uighur activist whom 
Beijing blames for recent deadly 
riots in China said Saturday that 
she is a “woman of peace,” as she 
attended an Australian film fes- 
tival for the screening of a docu- 
mentary about her life. 

Rebiya Kadeer, a U.S.-based 
activist who has denied instigat- 
ing last month’s ethnic violence 
in western Xinjiang province, 
was escorted into the sold-out 
screening of “10 Conditions of 
Love” at the Melbourne Inter- 
national Film Festival through a 
back entrance as a small group of 
protesters demonstrated nearby. 

“T’m a mother, ’'m a woman of 
peace,” Kadeer told Australian 


Broadcasting Corp. radio through 
an interpreter. “I have always 
been peacefully struggling for 
the freedom and human rights of 
the Uighur people. I will continue 
to do so peacefully, until the day 
when my people become free.” 

China requested that Australia 
deny Kadeer a visa and asked the 
festival to drop her movie from 
the program. 

Seven Chinese-language films 
were withdrawn from the festival 
in protest. 

China says the clashes last 
month between minority Mus- 
lim Uighurs and members of the 
dominant Han Chinese group left 
197 people dead and more than 
1,700 injured.

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French, British embassy

TEHRAN, Iran — A young 
French academic and local em- 
ployees of the British and French 
embassies appeared before an 
Iranian judge Saturday along 
with dozens of opposition figures 
accused of involvement in the 
country’s postelection unrest.

Embassy employee appeared to 
catch Britain off guard, and the 
Foreign Office in London prom- 
ised a response to what it called 
“this latest outrage.” 

The defendants stand accused 
of crimes including rioting, spy- 
ing and plotting a “soft over- 
throw” of the regime after the 
disputed June 12 presidential 
election. 

Iran’s opposition and the hun- 
dreds of thousands who took 
to the streets after the election 
denounced official results that 
declared President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad the winner. The 
government has been eager to 
show that the outpouring was the 
result not of internal unrest but of 
foreign interference.

Mayor calls collision of aircraft ‘not survivable’

NEW YORK — A sightseeing 
helicopter carrying five Italian 
tourists and a small plane col- 
lided above the Hudson River on 
Saturday, sending debris into the 
water and forcing people on New 
Jersey’s waterfront to scamper 
for cover. Authorities believe all 
nine people aboard the two air- 
craft were killed. 

The accident, which Mayor Mi- 
chael Bloomberg called “not sur- 
vivable,” happened just after noon 
and was seen by hundreds and 
maybe even thousands of people 
out enjoying a crystal clear sum- 
mer day. 

The two aircraft went down 
just south of the stretch of river 
where a US Airways jet landed 
safely seven months ago. But this 
time, there was no miracle. 

“This is not going to have a 
happy ending,” Bloomberg said. 

He said hours after the acci- 
dent that he thought it fair to say 
“this has changed from a rescue 
to a recovery mission.” 

Two bodies were recovered in 
the water, one floating free and 
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one in the wreckage, and other 
bodies were spotted in the debris, 
the mayor said. The crash victims 
included five Italian tourists and 
a pilot on the helicopter and the 
three people on the plane, includ- 
ing a child, Bloomberg said. 
Witnesses described the same 
scene: a low-flying plane smash- 
ing into the helicopter, and then 
wreckage scattering. The plane’s 
wing was severed by the impact.

COLUMBIA, S.C. — The wife of South Carolina Gov. Mark Sanford 
moved out of the official governor’s residence with their four sons Fri- 
day, a little more than a month after he admitted to a yearlong affair 
with an Argentine woman he called his “soul mate.” 

First lady Jenny Sanford and several other women moved bags of 
clothes, a suitcase and armloads of suits and dresses on hangers from 
the governor’s mansion in Columbia before departing in a caravan of 
sport utility vehicles. Three of the four boys were present, carrying 
tote and duffel bags. In a statement, Jenny Sanford said she was head- 
ing to the family residence on Sullivan’s Island, some 120 miles south- 


east, for the upcoming school year. 


“From there, we will work to continue the process of healing our 
family,” she said. “While we will be leaving Columbia, we will return 
often, and I will remain engaged in activities in my role as first lady, 
acknowledging that my responsibilities to my family come first.”

The helicopter was a Euro- 
copter AS 350 owned by Liberty 
Tours, a sightseeing and char- 
ter company. It was struck by 
the plane shortly after lifting off 
from a heliport on Manhattan’s 
West side. 

At least some people saw the 
crash developing. Another Lib- 
erty Tours helicopter pilot on the 
ground at the heliport saw the 
plane approaching the helicopter 
and tried to radio an alert to the 
pilots, New York Police Commis- 
sioner Raymond Kelly said. The 
warning either wasn’t heard, or 
didn’t happen in time. 

Kelly Owen, who was visiting 
from Florida, saw the crash from 
a Manhattan park built upon an 
abandoned elevated rail line. 

“First I saw a piece of some- 
thing flying through the air. Then 
I saw the helicopter going down 
into the water,” she said, adding 
that the crowd in the park seemed 
too stunned to react. “I thought it 
was my imagination.” 
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Judge sends message 
with $1.8M penalty in 
Colo. prison rape case

DENVER — A federal judge 
was so appalled that a former 
Colorado prison guard accused 
of raping an inmate was allowed 
to plead guilty to a misdemeanor 
that he imposed $1.3 million in 
damages in the inmate’s civil law- 
suit — a message advocates hope 
will pressure corrections officials 
nationwide to protect prisoners 
from sexual misconduct. 

“It sends a strong message to 
the agency and also individual 
correctional officers that there’s 
not going to be immunity to vio- 
lating the constitutional rights 
of people they’re required to 
safeguard,” said Brenda Smith, 
a member of the National Prison 
Rape Elimination Commission. 

The Denver Women’s Correc- 
tional Facility inmate said the 
former guard coerced her into a 
five-month sexual relationship 
and sodomized her when she 
began refusing his advances, ac- 
cording to court documents. 

The former guard pleaded 
guilty in 2008 to misdemeanor 
unlawful sexual contact and was 
sentenced to 60 days in jail. 

U.S. District Judge David Ebel 
in June called the plea deal “sim- 
ply egregious,” and said the man 
and some fellow corrections offi- 
cers “are in need of a strong pu- 
nitive award in this case to cure 
them of their disrespect for the 
law.” The former guard didn’t re- 
turn a written message seeking 
comment. 

The Bureau of Justice Statis- 
tics estimated in 2007 that 38,600 
inmates of both genders in fed- 
eral and state prisons had experi- 
enced sexual misconduct by staff. 
That equals about 2.9 percent of 
the national prison population. 

Inmate advocates hope the Col- 
orado judge’s ruling, as well as 
Michigan’s decision in July to pay 
$100 million to settle claims by 
500 female inmates who alleged 
sexual misconduct by officers, 
will be a deterrent. 

“Tt’ll have an impact in Colora- 
do but also nationally,” said Mar- 
garet Winter, associate director 
of the ACLU’s National Prison 
Project. 

Brian Lathen is a lawyer in 
Salem, Ore., representing four in- 


mates who say they were victims 
of sexual misconduct by Oregon 
state prison staff. 

“T hope that it makes all the 
prisons and women’s facilities 
around the nation start to better 
supervise their employees,” La- 
then said. 

At least three other female in- 
mates in Colorado have civil law- 
suits pending in federal court that 
allege they were forced by state 
Department of Corrections em- 
ployees to perform sex acts. Each 
seeks $150 million in damages. 

The three men accused in the 
lawsuits received either proba- 
tion or deferred sentences on 
criminal state charges and had to 
register as sex offenders. They no 
longer work for the department. 

The Department of Corrections 
has “seen it happen time and time 
again,” said Andrea Blancset, 
an attorney handling the cases. 
“When there are criminal charg- 
es, they don’t go to prison.” 

Department spokeswoman 
Katherine Sanguinetti said the 
department can and does push for 
criminal charges in such cases. 

As for the former employees’ 
criminal sentences, she _ said, 
“That’s the judges’ and courts’ 
decisions. 

“What their sentence is has 
nothing to do with what the de- 
partment’s position is. We have 
a no-tolerance policy on sexual 
misconduct,” Sanguinetti said. 

The National Prison Rape 
Elimination Commission, creat- 
ed by Congress under the Prison 
Rape Elimination Act of 2003, 
recommended in June that pris- 
oners be able to report sexual 
misconduct to someone outside 
the prison system. 

They also urged Congress to 
change parts of the 1996 Prison 
Litigation Reform Act, which 
requires prisoners to prove they 
were physically injured before 
they can receive compensatory 
damages and to exhaust all in- 
ternal administrative remedies 
before going to court. 

The act was meant to discour- 
age prisoners from filing frivo- 
lous lawsuits. But Winter said 
the requirements are extreme 
for sexually abused inmates who 
fear retaliation for reporting they 
were attacked.

MINNEAPOLIS — Ashley 
Bystrom was terrified of germs. 
Jared Kant worried his own 
thoughts could hurt other people. 

Both children overcame the 
paralyzing fears that accompanied 
their obsessive-compulsive disor- 
der, success that they feel driven 
to share with others. That’s why 
neither would miss the Obsessive 
Compulsive Foundation’s annual 
conference, an event this weekend 
where the personal connections 
and support are as important as 
the speakers and seminars. 

“T like meeting other kids and 
learning about what types of OCD 
they have, too,” said Ashley, now 
13. “And I tell them about what I 
used to have.” 

Obsessive-compulsive disorder 
affects about 2.2 million Ameri- 
cans, according to the National 
Institute of Mental Health. Suffer- 
ers have overwhelming thoughts 
of uncertainty, sometimes lead- 
ing to repetitive and disruptive 
behaviors. 

People with OCD often behave 
normally in every aspect of their

lives besides the obsession. Symp- 
toms can go ignored or undiag- 
nosed for years, sometimes until 
they make performing everyday 
tasks difficult. 

There is no cure, but antide- 
pressant medications can help. 
So can therapy that helps suffer- 
ers confront and learn to live with 
uncertainty. 

Dr. Jonathan Grayson, an expert 
on the disorder, says OCD runs 
away with the people it afflicts. 

“No matter what I choose, I will 
find a way to question it,” Gray- 
son said, describing his patients’ 
struggle with OCD. “Tl keep 
pursuing uncertainty until I go 
crazy.” 

About 1,200 people are expect- 
ed to attend the conference, which 
starts Friday. Many attendees are 
patients and their families. 

Seminars will address the 
different forms of the disorder 
as well as new research. Other 


events are aimed toward helping 
patients cope with their fears. 

A mainstay is “virtual camp- 
ing.” Grayson, who has led the 
camps for more than a decade, 
conducts exercises geared toward 
specific fears. In one exercise, 
germophobic campers place their 
hands on a trash bin or in gar- 
bage. Then, campers hug each 
other — no hand-washing or sani- 
tizer allowed. 

In another exercise, sufferers 
who fear their own thoughts are 
told to think the worst — even 
about killing people — to see if 
anything happens. 

On Saturday, younger attend- 
ees who struggle with being 
overly meticulous about their 
appearance may choose to un- 
dergo a “makeover” in a fashion 
show of sorts — with participants 
outfitted in misbuttoned shirts, 
mismatched shoes and funny 
hairdos. 


Obama ties economy, jobs to health care plan

ATLANTA— Americans spend more than a 10th of their 
out-of-pocket health care dollars on alternative medicine, 
according to the first national estimate of such spending in 
more than a decade. 

Chiropractors, massage therapists, acupuncturists and 
herbal remedies are commanding significant consumer 
dollars, the government report shows. 

Altogether, consumers spent an estimated $34 billion on 
those and other alternative remedies in 2007, the report 
found. 

“We are talking about a very wide range of health prac- 
tices that range from promising and sensible to potentially 
harmful,” said Dr. Josephine Briggs, director of the Na- 
tional Center for Complementary and Alternative Medi- 
cine, the federal agency that leads research in this field. 

The report is based on a 2007 survey by the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention of more than 23,000 
adults nationwide. An earlier report from this survey, re- 
leased in December, found that more than one-third of 
adults use alternative medicine. 

That includes a wide range of services from meditation 
and yoga to herbal supplements, such as echinacea and 
sinseng. Vitamins and minerals are not included in this 
report but will be addressed in a future one. 

Pain was the main reason people tried massage, chiro- 
practic care and other alternative therapies. Among sup- 
plement users, most popular were glucosamine for joint 
pain and fish oil to cut the risk of heart disease.

The new survey results focus on how often Americans 
use these things, and how much they pay for them. The 
numbers show that alternative medicine accounts for more 
than 11 percent of out-of-pocket spending on health care in 
the United States. 

The study found that about 44 cents out of every dollar 
spent on alternative medicine was for products like fish oil, 
glucosamine and echinacea. Spending on these products 
was nearly $15 billion, or about a third of what Americans 
spend out-of-pocket for prescription drugs. 

“T personally am pretty conservative about supplement 
use,” Briggs said. She believes that research her center has 
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sponsored has affected consumer use. After widely publi- 
cized studies showed the ineffectiveness of echinacea for 
colds and St. John’s wort for major depression, their use 
fell; fish oil use has risen following some research suggest- 
ing it might help lower risk of heart problems. 

The survey shows about 35 cents of each alternative 
therapy dollar was for visits to acupuncturists, chiroprac- 
tors, massage therapists and other practitioners. That totals 
nearly $12 billion, or about one-quarter of what Americans 
spend on visits to mainstream physicians. 

“Some of the useful things chiropractors are doing 
amounts to physical therapy,” said Dr. Sidney Wolfe, who 
leads Public Citizen’s health research. “Medicine is be- 
ginning to realize how important physical therapy is,” he 
added. Long critical of the government for what he consid- 
ers lax regulation of prescription drugs and mainstream 
medicine, Wolfe also sees problems with the widespread 
use of dietary supplements. “People think they are cleared” 
by the Food and Drug Administration, he said, when in fact 
they do not need proof of safety or effectiveness to go on 
the market. “Mainly, they’re ineffective,” he said. 

The last government estimate for out-of-pocket spend- 
ing on alternative medicine came from a 1997 survey. That 
research suggested $27 billion was being spent. 

The new report concludes that 38 million adults visited 
alternative medicine practitioners in 2007. They paid less 
than $50 per visit on average, but many paid $75 or more 
for services such as acupuncture, homeopathy and hypno- 
sis therapy. The average annual spending per person to see 
practitioners was about $122, and the average spending on 
products was $177.

College students face 
new credit card cutoff

Credit card companies love 
college students. 

They’re either cramming their 
mailboxes with pre-approved of- 
fers or setting up booths on cam- 
pus, offering free shirts to any 
undergrad who will sign on the 
dotted line. 

“Banks have a certain idea that 
parents will bail them out, or they 
will graduate and get these really 
high-paying jobs and be able to 
handle the bill,” said Linda Sher- 
ry, a spokeswoman for Consumer 
Action, a national consumer edu- 
cation and advocacy group based 
in San Francisco. 

While credit card offers cur- 
rently are easy to find on any 
campus and are available to al- 
most anyone who is enrolled, it 
will become more difficult for 
college students to get a card six 
months from now. 

A new law that goes into effect 
Feb. 22 will prohibit card issuers 
from lending to anyone under the 
age of 21 unless that person can 
prove he can make the payments 
or get a parent or guardian to 
co-sign. 

The Credit Card Accountabil- 
ity Responsibility and Disclosure 
Act of 2009 will protect consum- 
ers against excessive and ob- 
scure fees and interest charges 
that have kept cardholders mired 
in debt despite their best efforts 
to dig themselves out. Among its 
features are strict rules for issu- 
ing cards to those under 21.

or pay off the card in full each 
month, it might not be a bad idea 
to get one now because they’ll 
lose the option after February,” 
said Ben Woolsey, director of 
marketing and research for Cred- 
itCards.com in Austin, Texas. 

A recent Sallie Mae survey 
showed that the average college 
student graduates with $4,700 in 
credit card debt, which is a 62 
percent increase over the 2004 
figure of $2,900. It also showed 
that 84 percent of all college stu- 
dents had at least one credit card 
and that students had, on aver- 
age, 4.6 credit cards. 

Not all students are aware of 
how easy it is to go into debt, how 
interest can work against them 
and how debt can affect their 
credit scores. Late payments can 
lead to high fees and higher inter- 
est rates. Maxing out the credit 
limit can hurt the same way. 

Graduating seniors with big 
credit card bills not only have a 
high-interest burden to contend 
with, but they’Il likely also have a 
lower credit score that will cause 
them to pay higher interest rates 
for any loan they might apply for 
and could even affect their ability 
to get certain jobs if credit scores 
are part of the selection process. 

Rebekah Lynn, 19, asophomore 
majoring in English literature 
and classics at the University of 
Pittsburgh, said her parents co- 
signed for her to receive a credit 
card at age 16. When she turned 
18, however, they took their 
names off the account and gave 
her full responsibility. 

“T only use it for gas, and I pay 
it off every month with my sav- 
ings and my income from a re- 
search fellowship,” she said of 
her $1,000-limit credit card.

Down on the farm 


Many Americans still have little interest in farm work

NEW YORK — Sleep is a rare 
commodity for Juan Cortez. 
Between nights spent clearing 
tables at a Manhattan nightclub 
and days running food to custom- 
ers in a Bronx restaurant, the 
42-year-old Peruvian immigrant 
worries more about finding time 
for shuteye than job security. 

More than 100 miles to the 
north in the Hudson Valley, Omar 
Guzman also isn’t concerned 
about staying employed. The 20- 
year-old migrant farm worker 
spends his summer days picking 
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peas and cherries, and by fall will 
be harvesting acres of apples. 

Even with the unemployment 
rate above 9 percent, the nation’s 
native-born jobless are looking at 
higher rungs of the labor market 
for their next career move. For 
immigrants like Cortez and Guz- 
man, it means a degree of job 
security — but also more compe- 
tition if they want to advance into 
jobs above bussers and barbacks, 
runners, dishwashers and crop 
hands. 

The phenomenon of Americans 
shunning farm jobs is nothing 
new — the influx of Mexicans 
and other foreign-born workers 
to fill vacancies has fueled a long, 
sometimes contentious immigra- 
tion debate. Those labor dynam- 
ics seem largely unchanged this 
year. 

In one sign, farmers are still 
steadily applying for visas under 
the federal program designed to 
provide temporary farm workers 
where there are expected domes- 
tic labor shortages. Federal im- 
migration officials received 5,574 
so-called H-2A petitions from 
Oct. 1 through mid-June. The 
numbers could exceed the pre- 
vious fiscal year if applications 
continue at the same pace. 

“Even as rural unemployment 
increases, U.S. workers regard 
farm work as beneath them,” 
said Jordan Wells, coordinator 
of the Justice for Farmworkers 
Campaign in Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 
“Why do people work at McDon- 
ald’s and not the farm? There’s 
something about farm work that 
has been stigmatized.” 

Farmers like Ron Samascott 
in Kinderhook, N.Y., typically 
advertise available jobs before 
bringing in workers from other 
countries. 

“T don’t think we had any re- 
sponses,” Samascott said. 

The American Farm Bureau 
estimates there are 11 million 


Americans in jobs that pay less 
than farm work. In a country 
where roughly eight out of 10 
people live in urban areas, farm 
work is not an option for many 
of those low-wage workers. But 
the arduous work performed by 
more than a million people na- 
tionwide is unattractive to many 
job seekers. 

Steve Rivera of Washington- 
ville, N.Y., a student at the State 
University of New York at Alba- 
ny, has held jobs at the Gap and 
McDonald’s, worked construc- 
tion and on a golf course, but he 
never really considered working 
at a farm. 

“T work at the garden center 
at Wal-Mart,” said Rivera. “I’d 
probably get dirtier farming, so I 
just would not consider it.” 

While the field is seemingly 
wide open for immigrants will- 
ing to work those low-wage jobs, 
the competition heats up when it 
comes to moving up — or trying 
to do so. 

Farm migrants around the 
country are having a harder time 
“stepping up” to better jobs as 
truck drivers, certified nursing 
assistants, child care workers and 
data entry workers. Now more 
native-born workers are scram- 
bling for those jobs in the tough 
economy, said David Strauss, ex- 
ecutive director of the Associa- 
tion of Farmworker Opportunity 
Programs. 

Jim Bittner, manager of Singer 
Farms near the Lake Ontario 
shore north of Buffalo, has wit- 
nessed the effects — the return of 
migrant workers who had left to 
pursue better-paying jobs. 

“We’re seeing people come 
back that we haven’t seen in a few 
years because they had drifted 
off to the Carolinas and Florida, 
where they worked construction,” 
he said. “Those jobs no longer are 
there.”

When I consider taking off the patch I 
have so proudly worn, the most stirring 
memory I have is when my sergeant major 
was killed. I was the medic with the platoon 
sent to secure the site and the body. Insur- 
gents had torn the patches and flag off of 
his uniform, and we did not leave until 
we found all of them. It gave us strength, 
knowing that we had restored the dignity 
of our fallen leader. 

Every day when I put on the Screaming 
Eagle, I do it for him and other warriors 
who have died. To put a policy in effect in 
direct conflict with Army Regulation 670-1 
and the Multi-National Corps—Iraq’s poli- 
cy memo regarding uniform wear (both 
state that the wear of a combat patch is the 
individual soldier’s choice) is something I 
have to protest. It goes against every fiber

of my being to submit to this policy, but I 
have been told, essentially, to do it or my 
career might be at stake. 

This treatment scares me, as I am in- 
terested in displaying my pride in the unit 
I went to war with and remaining in the 
Army. 

I feel that by submitting to this ill-con- 
ceived policy, I will be giving up an option 
that is, by regulation and policy, mine.

He told me to be careful and sent me on 
my way.

New GI Bill expands a critical mission

mid the agonizing realities of war 
— death and maiming; horrible 
emotional and psychological scars; 
severe hardships on families and loved 
ones — a nation is compelled to grapple 
with ways in which it can repay its debt to 
those who have sacrificed so much toward 
protecting their fellow citizens and pre- 
serving our precious democratic republic. 
“The contributions that our servicemen 
and women can make to this nation do 
not end when they take off that uniform,” 
President Barack Obama said last Monday 
in announcing the launch of a new com- 
prehensive GI Bill. “We owe a debt to all 
who serve. And when we repay that debt 
to those bravest Americans among us, then 
we are investing in our future — not just 
their future, but the future of the country.” 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
understood that when creating the first GI 
Bill, under which almost 8 million Ameri- 
cans were educated. In addition to the hun- 
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dreds of thousands of doctors, scientists, 
engineers and nurses who benefited under 
the legislation, Obama noted that the bill 
helped prepare “three presidents, three 
Supreme Court justices, 14 Nobel Prize 
winners and two dozen Pulitzer Prize 
winners.” 

The latest legislation ... is known as the 
post-9-11 GI Bill and goes farther than any 
similar measure that preceded it. Iraq and 
Afghanistan military personnel who served 
after Sept. 11, 2001, will be provided free 
college education at any state school. 

Benefits under the bill would also apply 
to National Guard members and reservists 
who were mobilized for duty. Many veter- 
ans will also be able to transfer their un- 
used benefits to a spouse or a child. 

“And we are including those who pay 
the ultimate price,” Obama said, “by mak- 
ing this benefit available to the children of 
those who lost their life in service to this 
country.” 

Veterans have 15 years to complete the 
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program after active duty. 

The government expects to spend more 
than $75 billion over the life of the bill, 
just over an estimated $7 billion of it in the 
first year. While that is a lot of money, the 
dollar cost is a small price to pay for the 
immeasurable contributions and the un- 
selfish dedication of the outstanding men 
and women who volunteered their service 
for this country. 

Few anticipated at the beginning of ei- 
ther of the current wars that they would 
have lasted so long, subjected so many 
military personnel to multiple tours of duty 
or that the physical and mental toll would 
have been so great. Of course, the one sure 
thing about war is its unpredictability. 

What must never be unpredictable is how 
servicemembers will be treated on their re- 
turn from war. They must never be reject- 
ed or abandoned, and they must always be 
given the respect and opportunity they are 
due. We owe them that. The new GI Bill is 
just another payment on that debt. 
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Bombs, bullets and ballots in Afghanistan

olding an election in a country at 
Hee is always a risky proposition, 

but perhaps more so in develop- 
ing Afghanistan, where 70 percent of the 
population is illiterate, voter registration 
is problematic, and ballots for presidential 
and provincial council races reach remote 
areas by donkey. Taliban insurgents active 
in nearly half the country have called for 
a boycott of the Aug. 20 vote, a message 
they drove home last week with a rocket 
barrage on Kabul, the capital. Many Af- 
ghans who are fed up with the corrupt and 


ineffective government they got when they 
chose President Hamid Karzai in the first 
post-Taliban election five years ago won- 
der if voting is worth the risk this time. 
And yet an assessment by the independent 
International Crisis Group is correct that 
the “least bad option” would be for the Af- 
ghan government to proceed with the elec- 
tion on time and to try to ensure as credible 
a result as possible. 

Despite widespread public frustration, 
Karzai is the front-runner in a field of about 
40 candidates, and he is hoping to avoid a 
runoff by attracting more than 50 percent 
of the votes. That is, if the election hap- 


pens; many Afghans fear Karzai will post- 
pone it. Such worries are fueled by polls 
showing Karzai has lost ground to former 
government ministers Abdullah Abdullah 
and Ashraf Ghani. ... Yet postponement is 
unlikely. ... 

Karzai was seen as Washington’s favored 
candidate in 2004, and many Afghans be- 
lieve the Obama administration would 
have prevented him from running again if 
that weren’t still the case. In fact, U.S. of- 
ficials have cooled to Karzai and made a 
point of meeting with other candidates as 
well. U.S. Ambassador Karl Eikenberry as- 
serted “absolute impartiality” and pledged 
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that the U.S. government will work with 
whichever candidate wins. 

The main challenge of the election will 
be to limit fraud and convince Afghans 
that the process is legitimate so that they 
keep coming back to the polls. ... With 
few international observers to monitor the 
polls, it will be up to the candidates’ sup- 
porters to watch for fraud in the voting and 
ballot count. Given all the uncertainties, 
the best outcome for building confidence 
in fair elections might be for Karzai to end 
up in a runoff. That might help convince 
Afghans that they, not Washington, picked 
the winner. 


Editors ought to keep their readers in the loop 


eaders who turned to the Op-Ed 
Rex the past few Mondays expect- 
ing to find the longstanding feature 
pairing columnists Arianna Huffington 
and Ann Coulter found 
OMBUDSMAN something else in its 
stead, like this column. 
‘ What’s up?, a num- 
ber have asked.

Howard Witt: 
Thanks for your in- 
quiry regarding the 
Mark J. discontinuation of the 
Prendergast regular left/right colum- 


nist feature pitting Ann 
Coulter against Arianna Huffington. I de- 
cided to cancel this arrangement because 
I felt both columnists had become stale, 
predictable, utterly tiresome caricatures 
of what thoughtful political commentators 
should be. In their place, we are endeavor- 
ing to publish a broad selection of smarter, 
richer, deeper commentaries by colum- 
nists — from both the left and the right 
— who are more interested in making co- 
gent arguments than throwing provocative 
ad hominem bombs intended to further 
their own book sales, Web sites and public 
media personas. 

Coulter dismisses Witt’s rationale as “a 
stale, predictable, utterly tiresome carica- 
ture of what all left-wingers say about the 
most popular conservative columnist in 
America” — a reference to herself — but 
that “he’s right about Arianna’s columns 
— they are stale and predictable.” 

She also challenged Stripes to conduct 
an online poll to see how readers feel. [See 
my stripes.com blog for more of her com- 
ments.] Huffington did not respond to a 
similar e-mailed query from me. 

It’s not my place to say which colum- 
nists Stars and Stripes should or should 
not publish, but I do lament Huffington- 
Coulter’s passing in one important respect: 
The feature gave two women prominence 
on Stripes’ Op-Ed page, a place at most 
newspapers where women have long and 
notably been underrepresented. I hope the 
paper will keep that in mind when choos- 
ing their replacements. 

Many newspapers try to erect a wall be- 
tween their news pages, whose purpose is 
to tell people what they should know, and 
their opinion pages, whose purpose is to 
tell them what they should think. 

That wall by necessity may not be as for- 
midable as I would like it to be at Stripes, 
given its relatively small and dispersed 
staff. But senior executives ought to try to 
make it as high and as strong as they can. 
Stripes, after all, is owned by the govern- 
ment, a cause for special concern and con- 
stant vigilance, especially in the realm of 
bias and opinion and news getting tangled 


up with agendas. 

To try to avoid conflicts, the editorials, 
columns and cartoons published by Stripes 
are all gathered from outside sources and 
are supposed to provide an overseas audi- 
ence with a representative range of views 
prevalent back home. 

Stripes writes no editorials of its own 
and has only one Op-Ed columnist on staff 
— the ombudsman, whose duty by law is 
to monitor Stripes for journalistic indepen- 
dence, balance, integrity and professional- 
ism and to sound the alarm if any appear 
jeopardized. 

For months now, Stripes’ staff has been 
undergoing a reorganization. That pro- 
cess has included creation of a new post, 
senior managing editor, which Witt came 
to Stars and Stripes to fill around June 1. 
It is a powerful position, No. 2 in the news- 
room, that concentrates authority over and 
hands-on management of all news-edito- 
rial operations. 

I find it troubling that its mandate ex- 
tends to the opinions that Stars and Stripes 
publishes on its Op-Ed pages, even if they 
are those of outside journalists. 

I emphasize that I am not questioning 
Witt’s integrity, just the wisdom of invest- 
ing any one person with the power to de- 
cide both what is news and which opinions 
on the news are expressed. 

Perhaps Stripes’ top management 
should reconsider the breadth of that port- 
folio, lest the door be opened to critics who 
would use it to challenge the objectivity of 
Stripes’ reporting or the neutrality of its 
choices in opinion pieces. 

Op-Ed columns are among a newspa- 
per’s most scrutinized features because 
their very premise is argument — mak- 
ing one, or inspiring one. It is said that a 
columnist’s job is neither to be loved nor 
loathed but to be read, and there is some 
truth in that. 

Columnists, whose pictures often ac- 
company their work, also have a much 
greater personal connection with readers 
than do reporters, whose bylines are large- 


ly skimmed over unless a particular story 
moves someone. 

Adding or dropping columnists can be 
a big deal for readers, whether they love 
them, hate them, or just love to hate them. 
Although editors have every right to decide 
what and whom to publish (or not), reader 
sentiments should be part of the equation. 
Especially these days, when newspapers 
are shedding readers. Especially with 
prominent columnists with followings. 
Especially when they are part of a regu- 
lar, longstanding feature like Huffington- 
Coulter, which drew dozens of letters to the 
editor over the years. 

Stripes readers should have at least got- 
ten a heads-up. 

On June 3, I wrote about changes to the 
weather page that had sparked reader 
complaints — and the absence of any pub- 
lished explanation. The editor responsible 
allowed that he had meant to publish a 
note but that it had slipped off his to-do list 
among myriad other tasks. I thought that 
Stripes would be more forthcoming with 
its readers after that. 

Witt, however, sees such notes as prob- 
lematic. “We add and drop columnists 
and other features all the time and I did 
not want to create a precedent by which 
we have to explain every such decision,” 
Witt told me via e-mail about his Huffing- 
ton-Coulter decision, adding that he does 
not want to feel “compelled ... to explain 
what are, in essence, subjective editorial 
decisions.” 

I disagree. Our readers are the only rea- 
son Stars and Stripes exists. We are here 
to serve them, and one important way to 
do that is to show them the courtesy of 
explaining significant changes that may 
puzzle or irk them, like the dropping of a 
longtime, high-profile feature. 

It was especially baffling to me that 
Stars and Stripes published a letter July 
31 (Aug. 3 in Pacific editions) asking why 
Huffington-Coulter was not in the previous 
two Monday papers — and didn’t provide 
an answer. I don’t know whether the let- 


ter writer got a personal reply, but once a 
paper publishes such a question, it ought to 
publish an answer as well, for the benefit 
of all. 

Journalists who came of age before the 
21st century are not accustomed to ex- 
plaining themselves to anyone, let alone 
faceless, anonymous readers. That was 
journalism’s “voice of God” era, when au- 
diences were defined (and confined) by 
geography and news organizations simply 
dispensed news and views to people with 
few alternatives. 

Well, that era is over. Journalism is 
moving from monologue to dialogue as 
audiences become empowered by their 
newfound digital reach. Savvy news orga- 
nizations, scrambling to survive a host of 
cultural, generational, technological and 
economic challenges, are coming to un- 
derstand the need to be more responsive. 
Hence, they are becoming more transpar- 
ent and in touch. 

Journalists, advertisers and readers can 
track what stories and features are most 
popular online. Editors and reporters now 
regularly discuss their work with read- 
ers via chats and blogs on their organiza- 
tions’ Web sites or interact with them via 
e-mail, on-site forums or off-site venues 
like Twitter. 

Yes, there is a danger of going too far and 
applying entertainment values to journal- 
ism — “pandering to the mob,” it’s called 
— but Stars and Stripes is a long way from 
that. 

And if this episode is any indication of 
Stripes’ new direction, it also has a long 
way to go in reaching out to its readers to 
let them Know that it cares about what they 
think and what they expect when they do 
us the honor of picking up a copy of Stars 
and Stripes.

Martin glad to be back at Glen

WATKINS GLEN, NY. — 
Mark Martin once ruled Watkins 
Glen International. He’s ready to 
recapture his excellence after a 
three-year hiatus. 

“It would be so incredible to 
win here. I can’t wait to get start- 
ed,’ Martin said Friday before 
qualifying 28th on the 11-turn, 
2.45-mile road course. 

Three drivers stand above the 
rest at Watkins Glen. Tony Stew- 
art and Jeff Gordon lead all with 
four victories, one more than 
Martin, and Martin is the track 
leader with 12 top fives and 16 top 
10s in 19 races. 

Martin, though, has accom- 
plished what no other NASCAR 
driver has at The Glen — all three 
of his victories came from the 
pole in succession from 1993-95. 
From 1989-2000, Martin had 11 
top-fives (three victories, three 
seconds, two thirds, one fourth, 
two fifths) and one 10th-place 
finish. 

“We just hit on something back 
there in the ’90s that just really 
hauled around this place and was 
really good, just needed a few 
tweaks here and there,” said Mar- 
tin, 50, who leads the Cup series 
with four victories this season. 

“Then things change. We used 
the same car and the same stuff, 
and it just wasn’t quite as sharp. 
Sometimes, it’s just hard to 
explain.” 

Martin said he owed much of 
his success to his former boss,

Jack Roush. “I took to road- 
course racing very quickly, and 
Jack asked all the right questions 
instead of telling me what to do,” 
Martin said. “He made me think 
about things I needed to be think- 
ing about.” 

Gordon has the most road 
course victories in NASCAR his- 
tory with nine and Stewart has 
six, but the competition has nar- 
rowed the gap. Kevin Harvick 
and Kyle Busch won two of the 
past three races at Watkins Glen, 
Kurt Busch won the pole here in 
2006, and Juan Pablo Montoya 
and Kasey Kahne have won at 
Sonoma. 

“It was much easier to put a 
whipping on two-thirds of the 
field than it is today,” Martin 
said. “The drivers have all really 
stepped up to the plate. In some 
ways, there’s less movement. You 


see less passing because every- 
body’s close to the same speed and 
all the drivers are good at it. The 
difference between being good 
and [being] superior is obviously 
hard to find, or everybody would 
be superior and no one would be 
able to dominate again.” 

Sorenson’s return: Reed So- 
renson was back driving the No. 
43 for Richard Petty Motorsports 
after suffering carbon monoxide 
poisoning in Monday’s rain-de- 
layed race at Pocono.

Homer in 15th gives Yanks victory over Red Sox

NEW YORK — Long after their 
nights on the field were over, A.J.

After two outs, Rodriguez lined a 
shot into the bullpen in left-center 
for his 20th homer of the year. 

It was New York’s 10th walkoff 
victory of the season. 

The Yankees’ fifth straight vic- 
tory touched off a raucous cel- 
ebration on the field and in the

Burnett allowed a leadoff sin- 
gle, and five relievers finished 
New York’s four-hitter. Phil Coke 
(3-3) worked the 15th for the Yan- 
kees’ second consecutive victory 
over Boston after nine losses, dat- 
ing to last season. 

Former Florida Marlins team- 
mates Burnett and _ Beckett 
matched zeros, each refusing to 
bend to All-Star lineups. 

On his third try against Boston 
— matching up against Beck- 
ett each time — since signing 
an $82.5 million, five-year free- 
agent deal, Burnett finally proved 
his value against the Yankees’ 
chief rivals. He gave up 11 runs in 
his first two starts against them. 
Burnett walked six but struck out 
six in 72/3 innings. 

Not to be outdone, Beckett gave 
up four hits and struck out seven 
in seven innings. 


Rangers hit five homers, trim Angels’ lead to 3% in West

ANAHEIM, Calif. — The 
Texas Rangers are chasing down 
the AL West-leading Los Angeles 
Angels one homer at a time, and 
even Omar Vizquel is helping. 

Vizquel drove in three runs 
with four hits, including his first 
home run since 2007, and his 
teammates hit four more homers, 
including Josh Hamilton’s three- 
run shot, as the second-place 
Rangers beat the Angels 11-6 on 
Friday night. 

Hank Blalock, Michael Young 
and Taylor Teagarden also con- 
nected for the Rangers, who 
trimmed the Angels’ division 
lead to 3% games by chasing 
starter Joe Saunders in the sec- 
ond inning and battering three 
relievers for 15 hits. Texas has hit 
25 homers against the Angels this 
season while winning eight of the 
10 meetings. 

“We hit the ball hard, and that 
wakes up the team alittle bit,” said 
Vizquel, whose club lost three of 
four to last-place Oakland earlier 
in the week. “We raised the level 
of our game against these guys. ... 
I was happy I got a home run. I 
didn’t want to leave without hit- 
ting one this year. It’s always nice 
to hit one, to know that you can 
still hit one out of the ballpark.” 


Every starter except Andruw 
Jones got a hit for the Rangers, 
who increased their major league- 
leading total to 168 homers.

NEW YORK — David Ortiz 
thinks legal supplements and vi- 
tamins likely caused him to land 
on a list of alleged drug users 
circulated by the federal govern- 
ment, and Major League Baseball 
and the players’ union said some 
names on it never tested positive 
for steroids. 

MLB said in a statement Satur- 
day that, at most, 96 urine sam- 
ples tested positive in the 2003 
survey — and the players’ union 
said 13 of those were in dispute. 

The government seized the 
samples and records the following 
year from baseball’s drug-test- 
ing companies as part of the Bay 
Area Laboratory Co-Operative 
investigation into Barry Bonds 
and others. The list of 104 players 
said to have tested positive, at- 
tached to a grand jury subpoena, 
is part of a five-year legal fight, 
with the union trying to force the 
government to return what fed- 
eral agents took during raids. 

“T definitely was a little bit 
careless back in those days when 
I was buying supplements and vi- 
tamins over the counter — legal 
supplements, legal vitamins over 
the counter — but I never buy ste- 
roids or use steroids,” Ortiz said 
during a news conference that 
began about 3'/2 hours before his 
Boston Red Sox played the New 
York Yankees. 

“TI never thought that buying 
supplements and vitamins, it was 
going to hurt anybody’s feelings.” 

The New York Times reported 
last month that Ortiz and Manny 
Ramirez were on the 2003 list and 
said in June that Sammy Sosa was 
on it. In February, Sports Illus- 
trated reported Alex Rodriguez 
was on the list, and Rodriguez 
later admitted using Primobolan 
from 2001-03. 

Ortiz said that when he met 
with union general counsel Mi- 
chael Weiner in 2004, he wasn’t 
told he tested positive for steroids. 
Weiner, who has been designated 
to succeed union head Donald 
Fehr, said that because the list is 
under court seal, the union can’t 
confirm to Ortiz that he tested 
positive, only that he was on the 
list.

“T want to apologize to fans for 
the distraction, my teammates, 
our manager,” said Ortiz, flanked 
by Weiner, with Boston manager 
Terry Francona standing behind 
and to the side. “This past week 
has been a nightmare to me.” 

Some players past and present 
— notably Hall of Famer Hank 
Aaron — have called for the list 
to be released. 

“Sure, there are some people 
who say, ‘Why don’t we just get 
this story over with and get the list 
out?’” Weiner said. “I think to do 
that would 1) be illegal, and 2) be 
wrong. It’s illegal because it’s cov- 
ered by court order, and it would 
be wrong because a promise was 
made by the commissioner’s of- 
fice and the union to every player 
who was tested in 2003 that the 
results would be anonymous.” 

Ortiz is against the list becom- 
ing public. 

“T don’t think that I would real- 
ly like to see another player going 
through what I’ve been through 


this past week,” he said. 

Ortiz said he has tested negative 
about 15 times since baseball’s 
program with penalties began in 
2004 and additional times for the 
World Baseball Classic. The Red 
Sox issued a statement backing 
him. 

“There are substantial uncer- 
tainties and ambiguity surround- 
ing the list of 104 names,” the Red 
Sox said. “David Ortiz is a team 
leader, and his contributions on 
the field and in the community 
have earned him respect and a 
special place in the hearts of Red 
Sox Nation.” 

Ortiz said the report that he 
was on the list weighed on him 
— since it came out July 30, he is 
batting .188 with two homers and 
six RBIs, part of a season-long 
slump. 

“This past week, I’ve been re- 
ally confused and frustrated,” he 
said. “I started looking for an- 
swers, and nobody gives me an 
answer.”

Citing court orders, Weiner 
wouldn’t say whether the union 
asked courts to authorize an in- 
vestigation into the leaks, which 
it claims are illegal. 

Weiner did say that if the union 
wins the legal fight to have the 
records returned, it likely would 
comply with requests from play- 
ers on the list to tell them what 
they were said to have used. 

“Given the uncertainties inher- 
ent in the list, we urge the press 
and the public to use caution in 
reaching conclusions based on 
leaks of names, particularly from 
sources whose identities are not 
revealed,’ Major League Base- 
ball said in a statement. 

Three U.S. District Courts have 
sided with the union, saying the 
material must be returned by the 
government. A three-judge panel 
of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals agreed with the prosecu- 
tors, but that decision was thrown 
out and 11 judges from the 9th 
Circuit heard arguments last De- 
cember. A decision is pending. 

Weiner said Ortiz had been put 
in a difficult position. 

“His reputation has been called 
into question. He does not know 
specifically why. And he can’t get 
the information that would allow 
him to offer a full explanation,” 
Weiner said. 

The survey was designed to de- 
termine whether baseball needed 
mandatory random drug testing 
and penalties starting in 2004, 
with a 5 percent threshold for 
positives triggering testing. Al- 
though the number of 2003 posi- 
tives was subject to dispute, the 
sides never worked that out be- 
cause they agreed the percentage 
did not cross the threshold. 

“Substantial scientific ques- 
tions exist as to the interpretation 
of some of the 2003 test results,” 
Weiner said. “The more defini- 
tive methods that are utilized 
by the lab that administers the 
current drug agreement were 
not utilized by the lab respon- 
sible for the anonymous testing 
program in 2003. The collective 
bargaining parties did not pur- 
sue definitive answers regarding 
these inconclusive results, since 
those answers were unnecessary 
to the administration of the 2003 
program.”

Recovering alcoholic putting some order in his life

METAIRIE, La. — Anthony 
Hargrove’s friends thought he was 
asking for trouble — once again 
— when he rejoined the NFL in 
New Orleans, of all places. 

Hargrove doesn’t hide that he 
is a recovering alcoholic, and he 
recently served a year-long NFL 
suspension for being a three-time 
violator of the league’s substance- 
abuse policy. 

So when the 6-foot-3, 295- 
pound defensive lineman re- 
sumed his football career in the 
home of Mardi Gras revelry, 
French Quarter bars that stay 
open all night, and drive-through 
daiquiri stands, some saw it as a 
dubious decision. “This is the last 
place you’d think I’d want to go,” 
Hargrove said. “People were like, 
‘Man, you could get alcohol any- 
where.’ And I’m like, ‘I don’t have 
to drink it.’” 

Saints coaches often say they 
put a premium on character, that 
they look for studious players who 
minimize mistakes on the field 
and don’t cause disruptions off of 
it. So their decision to sign Har- 
grove, who flunked out of Geor- 
gia Tech before entering the 2004 
draft, also was a curious one. 

“The thing that impressed 
me most when we talked to him, 
knowing all the problems, it 
wasn’t that he said, ‘I’m going to 
do better. He had a plan of how 
he was going to do better,” defen- 
sive line coach Bill Johnson said 
after practice Friday. “He had a 
plan of how he was going to live 
his life. He’s got a routine and he’s 
worked hard to change his life. 
And bless his heart, I’m so proud 
of him it’s unbelievable.” 

Drafted in the third round by 


USFJ-AFL 


St. Louis, Hargrove made sig- 
nificant strides in his football ca- 
reer during his second season, in 
which he started 15 games. His 
6'/, sacks ranked second on the 
club. 

Early in the 2006 season, 
though, he lost his starting job 
after skipping two days of prac- 
tice and meetings. Soon after, he 
was traded to Buffalo for a 2007 
fifth-round draft pick. 

The outgoing Hargrove was a 
popular special-teams contribu- 
tor and backup defensive end in 
Buffalo, and might have rebuilt 
his career there had he not gotten 
in trouble again. 

In August 2007, he was ar- 
rested following a fight outside 
of a Rochester, N.Y., night club, 
and it didn’t help that he broke an 
officer’s glasses. That resulted in 
a $300 fine and an order to per- 
form community service after 
he pleaded guilty to disorderly 
conduct. He was reinstated two 
months later, but the NFL an- 
nounced in January 2008 that 
he’d be suspended a year for an- 
other violation of league policy. 
To get back in the league, he’s had 
to pass drug tests for a year. He 
also gets regular counseling. 

“Honestly, I wish I would have 
learned sooner or understood it, 
but, you Know, it’s part of grow- 
ing up,” Hargrove, 26, said after 
a recent Saints practice. “Some of 
us mature very fast. Some of us, it 
takes time.” 

Johnson said he prefers to think 
of Hargrove as a success story, 
given his trying childhood in a 
tough neighborhood in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. 

By the time Hargrove was 9, 
his father had died in a fire and 
his mother had died of AIDS. He 
was homeless at times and in fos- 


ter care at others before being ad- 
opted by an aunt. 

“T had some things as a child 
that wasn’t taught to me, so I 
was kind of learning on the run 

. making some bad decisions 
and getting maybe too many free 
passes,” Hargrove said. “Finally, 
when the law of the land came 
down on me, I was kind of forced 
to make a decision, but I had to 
realize I had to keep that deci- 
sion. It wasn’t one of those things 
where I’m going to do it today, but 
not tomorrow.” 

From a_ professional stand- 
point, Hargrove had practical 
reasons to choose New Orleans. 
For one, Johnson had confidence 
in him, having supervised a work- 
out when Hargrove was leaving 
Georgia Tech and Johnson was 
an assistant with the Atlanta 
Falcons. 

“His measurables were very 
impressive and they haven’t 
changed,” Johnson said. “He’s a 
tremendous athlete. If you just 
watch him, he’s explosive. He’s 
got a tremendous desire to be 
good.” 

“He’s doing well,” Saints head 
coach Sean Payton said. “He’s in 
real good shape. He’s active. He’s 
disruptive. He’s a pain to block.” 

New Orleans coaches are pull- 
ing for Hargrove partly because 
they could use his help, partly be- 
cause they like the idea of giving 
a recovering substance abuser a 
chance to succeed, and partly be- 
cause they like him. 

“Take football out of it,’ John- 
son said. “He and I have gone 
out to dinner and not said a word 
about football. He’s a pretty neat 
guy. He’s smart, you know? In- 
stead of being mad about all the 
things he’s had to go through, I 
think he’s thankful.”

“Defense is the heart and soul 
of our team,” defensive cap- 
tain Tim Craig said. “Offense 
wins ballgames. Defense wins 
championships.” 

“They did their thing,’ coach 
Auburne Edwards said, citing 
Craig, Grant and Manny Garza 


as players who “stepped up. They 
had a plan; they had it working. 
Outstanding job.” 

That defense forced five turn- 
overs, recorded three sacks and 
held the Wolfpack to 32 rushing 
yards. Only a late 54-yard scor- 
ing pass from Adam Edmondson 
to Chris Speed kept it from being 
a shutout. 

Ramirez began the pickoff pa- 
rade, with a 13-yard interception 
return 4:31 into the game. Grego- 
ry’s 29-yard field goal 9:21 before 
halftime preceded Grant’s punt 
block at the Torii 4-yard line. 

“The previous time they punt- 
ed, I spotted something. I hesitat- 
ed, but told myself next time I’d 
go for it. I saw it again, and I took 
advantage,” Grant said. 

Gregory kicked another field 


goal 4:34 into the second half to 
make it 19-0. Speed’s long TD 
catch gave the Wolfpack life with 
7:11 remaining, but Williams 
snuffed it out with a 36-yard in- 
terception return. 

Terry Brawner was /7-for-18 
for 73 yards, Jamar Jarrell ran 
12 times for a team-leading 60 
yards, and Johnny Jean-Francois 
had two drive-snuffing intercep- 
tions for Foster. Corey Moore had 
four catches for 61 yards. 

Adam Edmondson, subbing for 
injured starter Jordan Frank, was 
8-for-24 for 194 yards. Speed had 
two catches for 90 yards, Robert 
Prince had two catches for 55, 
and Reginale Thomas and West 
Point veteran Rick Angle each in- 
tercepted Brawner passes. 

“We made a lot of mistakes. We 


aided them. Turnover after turn- 
over after turnover,” Torii coach 
Darell Keith said. “They (Foster) 
know how to capitalize on mis- 
takes, they keep the momentum, 
and they execute. I wish them 
well” in the Torii Bowl. 

“We hope to give them a good 
game. We’re excited about com- 
ing to play for the championship,” 
Yokota coach Herb Fletcher said. 

The Torii Bowl will be the first 
time an Okinawa team plays a 
mainland Japan team for the title. 
The Okinawa Giants qualified for 
the Torii Bowl in 2001 and 2003, 
but those games were canceled 
— 2001 because of the Sept. 11 
attacks and 2003 due to duty and 
scheduling conflicts.

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Court date set for Burress arraignment

NEW YORK — Former New 
York Giants star Plaxico Burress 
will be arraigned later this month 
on a weapons charge for shooting 
himself in the thigh at a New York 
City nightclub. 

He will appear in court Aug. 
20. 

Burress was indicted Monday 
on two counts of criminal posses- 
sion of a weapon and one count of 
reckless endangerment. He faces 
a minimum prison sentence of 
32 years if convicted. 

Burress’ lawyer says he’s dis- 
appointed but not surprised by 
the indictment. Burress testified 
before the grand jury and ex- 
pressed remorse. 

Burress was at the Latin Quar- 
ter nightclub on Nov. 29 when an 
unlicensed gun tucked into his 
waistband slipped down his leg 
and fired, shooting him in the 
right thigh.

Suspect in NFL slaying 
no longer to withdraw plea 


MIAMI — The only suspect 
to plead guilty so far in the slay- 
ing of Washington Redskins star 
Sean Taylor told a judge Friday 
he is abandoning an effort to 
withdraw his plea. 

Venjah Hunte, 21, made the 
decision after a private meeting 
with his attorney and his mother, 
who burst into loud sobs when he 
was led into the courtroom by jail 
personnel. 

Ata brief hearing, Miami-Dade 
Circuit Judge Dennis Murphy 
asked Hunte if he still insisted on 
pursuing his motion to withdraw 


and we know he’s capable of coming in and 
winning ballgames.”

“The more knowledge you can gain as a 
quarterback, the better it is,’ said Romo, 
noting he’s been a student of teammates 
Vinny Testaverde, Drew Bledsoe and John- 
son. “Jon understands the psyche of the po- 
sition. Every game is not a bed of roses. In 
some ways, to get out here, you need to have 
that ability to let things go. You also have to 
have the ability to learn from it, and also

LAS VEGAS — A Las Vegas 
Strip casino has sued Denver 
Broncos running back LaMont 
Jordan over $20,000 in gambling 
debts plus interest. 

Lawyers for The Mirage hotel- 
casino filed the lawsuit Thursday 
in Clark County District court 
and said Jordan applied for six 
gambling markers in June 2008. 

The lawsuit says that when the 
check-like markers were depos- 
ited, they were returned because 
of insufficient funds or an inabil- 
ity to locate the account. 

An application attached to the 
lawsuit shows Jordan identified 
himself as a football player for 
the Oakland Raiders. 

Jordan played for Oakland from 
2005 through 2007, and played for 
New England last year. 


Steelers’ Stapleton out 
at least two weeks 


LATROBE, Pa. — Darnell 
Stapleton had surgery on his left 
knee Friday morning and coach 
Mike Tomlin said the Pittsburgh 
Steelers right guard will be out at 
least two weeks. 

“The surgery was exploratory 
and they liked what they looked 
at,” Tomlin said. “We’ll give him 
a couple of weeks and see how his 
body responds to it.” 


Stapleton, a third-year player 
from Rutgers who started the 
final 12 games of the regular sea- 
son and allthree playoff games for 
the Steelers in 2008, had swelling 
in the Knee earlier this week. 


Giants GM says Manning deal 
still being completed 


ALBANY, N.Y. — New York 
Giants general manager Jerry 
Reese says the number of details 
in Eli Manning’s new contract 
has prevented the quarterback 
from signing his $97 million, six- 
year extension. 

Reese hopes the deal will get 
done soon, and is not worried that 
the agreement will fall apart. 

Manning and the Giants agreed 
on Wednesday to the extension 
that will make the quarterback 
the NFL’s highest-paid player 
based average annual salary. 
Manning will earn $15.3 million 
under the deal that will expire in 
2015. 

Reese said there is no timetable 
for completing the contract.

take it up a notch. Those are all things Jon 
understands and can help with.” 

Kitna has pretty much seen it all. 

Undrafted out of college, he latched onto 
Seattle’s practice squad, then spent a sum- 
mer in the World League. He became the 
Seahawks’ starter in 1999 and made the 
playoffs that year. Three bad seasons fol- 
lowed, then he regained his touch and was 
named the NFL’s comeback player of the 
year with Cincinnati in ’03. The following 
season, he was shoved aside and then there 
were more ups and downs, plus the back 
injury, in Detroit. 

“He’s been in the league for 31 years 
now, so it’s easy for him,” Romo said, scor- 
ing a point in the teasing competition. 
“We’re very lucky to have him.” 

Alas, neither Kitna nor Romo would give 
specifics about their QB Olympics. Are 
they keeping count of who wins the most 
rounds? 

“We’ll keep that to ourselves also,” Kitna 
said, laughing. 

But the stakes are high. Pride is on the 
line. 

“You get bragging rights if you win,” 
Kitna said, “and you take it in the chin if 
you lose.”

Kitna challenging Romo, even though he knows he has no 
chance of earning the Cowboys’ starting quarterback job

SAN ANTONIO 
ometimes the challenge of 
the day is completing the 
most passes in 7-on-7 drills. 
Sometimes it’s being more 

accurate on a particular route. 

Every day, though, Jon Kitna is chal- 
lenging Tony Romo to something. 

Their competitions are friendly but 
serious, an attempt to make each other 
better. The one thing they’re not com- 
peting for is to be the starting quarter- 
back of the Dallas Cowboys. 

Kitna understands that is Romo’s 
job. As the backup, Kitna figures one 
of his duties is keeping Romo as sharp 
as possible, and that is why he’s always 
finding ways to spice up practice. 

“That’s what I was taught when 
I came into the league, from John 
Friesz and Warren Moon,” said Kitna, 
who has been in the NFL since 1996. 
“You had to compete with each other

to make each other better, even though 
you’re not competing for playing time. 
You want to be the guy to perform at 
the highest level at practice.” 

Then again, Kitna is all about 
competing. 

“He wants to win everything he 
does — and I mean everything,” said 
receiver Roy Williams, Kitna’s team- 
mate for 22 seasons in Detroit. “He 
wants to know who can tie their shoe 
the fastest.” 

In addition to desire, Kitna still has 
the arm and conditioning to be a start- 
ing quarterback in the NFL. But he’s 


so happy to be part of a winning team, 
and so realistic about the job market 
for 36-year-old quarterbacks, that he 
is content with this role. 

“T’ll still prepare the same way as if 
I was starting,” he said. “If that time 
comes, I’ll be ready.” 

Kitna knows the drill because he’s 
done it before. 

In 2004, he went from starter to 
backup in Cincinnati so that Carson 
Palmer could take over, then had to 
carry a clipboard again the follow- 
ing year. Kitna went to Detroit in ’06 
because he wanted another chance to 


start and threw for a career-best 4,208 
yards that season. 

He put up big numbers again in 
2007, but the Lions were lousy. He 
lost seven of his last eight starts, then 
opened 2008 with four more losses and 
a back injury that ended his season. 
Detroit lost its remaining 12 games of 
08, proving that Kitna wasn’t the only 
problem. 

The Cowboys, meanwhile, came 
out of last season with “find a backup 
quarterback” atop their to-do list after 
playing terribly in three games Brad 
Johnson filled in for Romo. Team 
owner Jerry Jones was so serious 
about it that he gave up a starter, cor- 
nerback Anthony Henry, to get a guy 
he hopes never takes a snap. 

“We made the trade to be sure we 
got him,” Jones said, fearing that 
Kitna might’ve signed elsewhere had 
the Lions released him. “He’s rein- 
forced that decision because he came 
in here with his good arm, live arm, 
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
